Come now the Kentucky Association for Community Action, Inc. (KACA), and 

Community Action Council for Lexington-Fayette, Bourbon, Harrison and Nicholas Counties, 

Inc. (CAC), by counsel, and for their response to the motion of the Attorney General to set aside 

the rate determinations, state as follows: 

As a result of the settlement negotiations in these cases, the parties, including the 

Attorney General, unanimously agreed to the establishment of Home Energy Assistance (HEA) 

programs in both the LGRLE and the KU service territories, funded by a ten cent ($. 10) per meter 

charge on residential customers. Joint applications for the establishment of the HEA programs 

have now been filed with the Commission as contemplated by the unanimous settlement 

agreement in these actions, and have been assigned the following case numbers: Case No. 2004- 
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
